A Great Stone Wall Uncovered Near 
Cass.City Mich.

DETROIT. (Mich.;) .Nov. 22.—A great 
stone wall, situated in Greenleaf township, 
Sanilas county, four miles east of, and 
one mile south of Cass City, is exciting 
no little curiosity in the State. The upper 
part of the mysterious structure was — 
bare by the recent forest fires, and res 
bled at a distance a huge white se t 
lying in a swamp through which it 


passes. 

The wall is wbout eight feet wide at the 
top, but wider at the base.

‘TILTON (N.Y) Nov. 22.—The identity 
of H. H. Howard. alias Holmes, has been 
Clearly established here as a native of this 
State, Herman W. Mudgett. His wife, in 
an interview Gurfng which she was first 
made acquainted with the true character of 
her husband, gives much interesting in- 
formation regarding his early life. She is 
living here quietly with her fifteen-year-old 
eon, and is supporting herself by dressmak- 


.. The woman says that she married Mud- 
gett in London, this State, about sixteen 
years ago, and that for a time he taught 
school in Gilmanton and Alton. Afterwards 
he studied medicine at Burlington, Vt., 


and later at the Michigan University, dur-. 


ing which time he resided with her father 
at London. She finally joined him at Ann. 
Arbor, but returned to Gilmanton. 
she lost all trace of the man after he vis- 
ited her in 1888 and told her that he was 
going. to Chicago on business, until] he 
came to his home about two weeks ago. He 
only remained a few hours, when he left 
for’ Boston, promising to come soon again. 
SOLD STATE RIGHTS. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 22.—Today it became 
known that Holmes was the head of what 
purported to be an incorporated company 
called the A. B. C. Copying Company, with 
headquarters in the Monon building on 
Dearborn street, in this city. The copying 
machine which Holmes sold was without 
much merit, but the sale of territory to 
agents was a great source of revenue,

A company was organized - in 
New York -and paid $500 per month for 
merely the agency in that city.

OMAHA, Nov. 22.—Miss Kate Durkee, 
whose conmections with Holmes, the in- 
surance swindler, have been so widely 
heralded, and who, it was thought, might 
have been murdered, is living in this city 
with her brother, the assistant auditor 
of the Burlington road. Miss Durkee says 
that she only knew Holmes through his 
wife, with whom she was intimate in 
her childhood. She had! visited Mrs. 
Holmes frequently in Chicago, and, dur- 
ing one of her visits, the real estate deal 
which brought her into prominence was 
enacted. This was about four years ago. 
Holmes asked Miss Durkee, as a favor, 
to allow him to transfer his city property 
to her.. He said that as he was situated 
at the time, it would be a great conven- 
lence. Miss Durkee consented, without 
asking any questions. 

He explained at the time that it was only 

a matter of form, and, being ignorant 
of business affairs, she accepted his state- 
ment as being true. The property was 
deeded to her, amd she never had the deed 
recorded. Some time afterward, Dr. 
Holmes came to her and requested her 
to have him appointed as her administra- 
tor, so that he could handle the property 
as he wanted to. She did so, and, at his 
request, deeded the property to a man in 
Ohicago named Campbell, but she does 
not know who he is or what was his oc- 
cupation. . After this Holmes sent her 
some etock in some enterprise in which 
he was interested, asking her to keep it 
for him for a_ while. 
. In the latter part of May, or the ist 
of June, 1892, Holmes and several  per- 
sons came to Omaha to take her deposi- 
tion regarding the property. Each of them 
was represented by a lawyer, also from 
Chicago, and one of them explained at the 
time that they had re 9g the opinion

THE LEXOW COMMITTEE TO RE- 
SUME WORK. 


Evidence ae. to. the Conduct of High 
Officials to be Brought in—Dis- 


NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—The Lexow Com- 
mittee will resunie its investigation into 
the affairs of the police department on 
Monday, December,s3. This announcement 
was made last night by Lawyer Frank 
Moss, associate counsel of the committee. 
Moss had a long conference with Jerome 
as to the cases to be first brought out and 
the witnesses to be secured.

IRON AND STEEL. 


A Better Demand in Prospect—Heavy 
Sales at Chicago. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service, 

NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—The Iron Age 
today says that that prosopects for work 
for the future are becoming more and 
more favorable. Bids are in for a four- 
track railroad bridge in this city which 
will call for 35,000 tons of matérial, includ- 
ing the approaches. The work will extend 
over two years. Then there is certainty 
that the coming years will witness a very 
large outlay of money for rapid transit in 
New York with its lMirge requirements 
of iron and steel. 

The building of large structures prom- 
ises to absorb a very large amount of 
structural! material in all the big cities of 
the country, still the better prospects re- 
fer rather to the more distant fyture and 
have less to do with the perplexing prob- 
lem relating to the turn of affairs for the 
next three or four months. Bessemer has 
got down to $10.40 in Pittsburgh. Ru- 
mors of $15 for bi'lets in Pittsburgh mar- 
ket are numerous but cannot be verified. 
However, $15.35 has been done for lots 
of a few hundred tons. Chicago records 
quite heavy sales for billets and rods. 

In the central West the latter have 
gone down to 22 at seller’s mill. 

There have been no new developments 
in- the steel-rail trade, but something is 
expected soon. In foundry irons, sales are 
moderate and the market for the Southern 
products has displayed ge a 
weakening tendency.

The Chen-Yuen Runs into 
a Torpedo. 


Her Commander Spares Himself De- 
capitation by Taking His 


Own Life. 


The March of the Japs Upon Port 
' Arthur—Rumors as to Peace Ne- 


gotiations—Denby and 
Dun are in It.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—The Chinese 
have lost the most powerful vessel of their 
nayy, the great battle-ship Chen-Yuen, 
which stood the brunt of fighting at Ya- 
Loo. A cable received at the Navy Depart- 
ment today states that the Chen-Yuen in 
leaving Wei-Hai-Wei Harbor on November 
13, accidentally struck a torpedo. She was 
beached, but was rendered useless for lack 
of docking facilities. In despair at 
catastrophe her commander, Comm ore 
Lin, committed suicide. 

The Chen-Yu2n was a magnificent 


tleship Maine. She was built in 
in 1882, and was of 7450 tons displ 
It would seem from facts in the cable 
that the ship fell a victim to one of the 
torpedoes planted by the Chinese them- 
selves to guard the entrance of Wei-Hei- 
Wei, which was the last of the great naval 
strongholds of the empire save Port Ar- 
thur, now tottering to its fall. It was well 
that Commodore Lin committed suicide, for 
he would doubtless have been decapitated 
as the result of his error. It Jegbelieved 
here this loss has deprived the ese 
navy of its offensive power. There remains 
the Ting-Yuen, a powerful battleship, and 
a few lesser ironclads, but without the aid 
of the Chen-Yuen they would hardly dare 
to make an offensive campaign, and prob- 
defense. 

The departure of the Chinese cutaial 
chief for Japan is regarded by officials here 
as the result of Japan’s demand for a di- 
rect offer from China. The Ting men- 

ietring, 
a German, who oéétipies- tife 
commissioner of customs. That he should 
be sent as the peace envoy is accounted for 
by Officials on the ground that an indem- 
nity would probably be secured on the 
customs receipts of China. It: has been 
one of Japan’s contentions that she would 
expect to receive the customs receipts of 
the big Chinese port in case an indemnity 
was arranged. It is said that the Chi- 
nese envoy will probably be the guest of 
United States Minister Dun at Tokio. Chi- 
nese officials have been accorded every 
courtesy. 
THE ADVANCE ON PORT ARTHUR. 

The advance on Port Arthur is regarded 
as having an important bearfng on the 
peace negotiations. Lieut. Mivoka, naval 
attache of the Japanese Legation here, 
Says that the advance movement has been 
most cautious, as the ground for forty 
miles around Port Arthur has been found 
fairly alive with powder mines connected 
with electric wires to Port Arthur. 

Three days ago the Japanese were 
within a day’s march of the fortress, but 
it was neeessary to send ahead a small 
scouting pasty to pick a route away from 
the mines and electric wires. The regular 
roads cannot be used for the artillery, as 
it would have been blown up and, accord- 
ingly the big guns had to be moved in cir- 
cultous routes through woods and moras- 
ses. It is regarded as likelv this cau- 
tious march will have been completed to- 
day and the Japanese Legation is hourly 
expecting word that the decisive blow has 
been struck, though a long sieze may be 
necessary, as the fortress has one of the 
strongest defenses of modern times. It is 
believed that a Japanmee success would 
quickly close the peace negotiations, but 
that a repulse would impel China to hold. 
off further. 

Officials and diplomats are scanning the 
records of Messrs. Dun and Denby to as- 
certain their capacity to deal with the 
lafge question committed to them. Dun 
has h2d unusual experience in Japan. Gen. 
Capron, who built the Japanese Legation 
at Washington, wished to send a con- 
signment of fine merino sheep to Japan 
and Dun, who had a stock farm in Ohio, 
went in charge of ‘the shipment..—_He 
finally married a Japanese ladv of high 
family, by whom he had a daughter. This 
attached him to the Japanese and made 
him a fixture there. 

President Arthur first appointed him as 
a second secretary of the United States 
Legation at Tokio. When President Cleve- 
land’s administration began two years ago 
California made an effort to secure the ap- 
pointment of the Minister to Japan for 
,one of her favored sons. At an opportune 
time, however, Judge Thurman, who had 
been on the Presidential ticket with Cleve- 
land four years ago, asked the President 


as the only favor he had to request that? 


Dun be promoted to Minister. The re- 
quest was complied with. Dun’s Japanese 
wife is dead, but his relations with the 
Japanese are very cordial, which, with his 
jong experience, well fit him for the pres- 
ent negotiations. 

Minister Denby is a lawyer of ability, 
who has served through three administra- 
tions, having been appointed during Cleve- 
land’s first term. He was retained by 
President Harrison, owing to their personal 
associations in Indiana and the objection 
of China to Senator Blair, and again re- 
tained by Cleveland. He has an outward 
austerity, which has not, however, pre- 
vented his being most acceptable to China. 

DENBY AS AN INTERMEDIARY. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. '22.—In accordance 
with the suggestion of Japan the State De- 
partment has notified Ministers Dun at 
Tokio and Denby at Peking to transmit 
any direct offer that China may wish to 
make Japan. 

The Chinese delegation here is not no- 
tified as to what course its government wil) 
take. The Associated Press Cablegram 
from Japan states, however, that China

has intimated a willingness to pay an in-

WASHINGTON, Novy. 22.—Indications 
nrultiply to show that the German govern- 
ment is pursding a repressive poticy to- 
ward tmportations from the United States 
that in the end may call for retaliatipn. 


The latest evidence is contained in a re- 


port to the State Department from United 
States Consul Robertson at Hamburg. 
He says that a movement f on foot by the 
imperial government, looking to the com- 
plete exclusion of dried and evaporated 
apples fram the United States, which are 
found to contain more than a specified 
amount of zinc, supposed to have deen 
taken up from the zinc frames on which 
the fruit is-dried. As a result, the trade 
will severely suffer. 

The Consul suggests that fruit-driers 
change their methods, and use wooden 
frames, as it is ajll-imyportant that arii- 
cles sent from the United Stat to Ger-- 
many should be prepared in ev dirac- 
tion so as to offer no grounds for com- 
plaint on the part of either German offi- 
cials or competing dealers. At the same 
time, the Consul does not admit, without 
further proof, the full extent by any means 
of the alleged well-advertised defects in 
eur food products that are being claimed 
in Germany. He is convinced that our 
government, with proper representations, 
will take all necessary steps for the pro- 
tection of healthful. and  wumadulterated 
wares of our exporters from unfair: and 
unreasonable interference, when offered for 
sale in the markets of Germany, and that 
it will use every means in its power 
to bring it about, that any restrictions 
imposed on them there are such as ate 
actually justifiable from a sanitary stand- 
point, are’ not merely arbitrary and are 

»pplied to similar articles when imported 
‘am other countries than the United 
States. 

Inclosures with the report from the 
report of United States consular agenctes 
show that attacks made in the Gemman 
papers on the American products have 
extended to American seeds, clover, timo 
thy, etc., which are supposed to have 
been adulterated and are worthless. The 
same ccneul transmits a complaint from 
an importing merchant in Hamburg 
against the requirement that all American 
small arms shal! be submitted to govern- 
ment test and proof before sale. He says 
that the additional cost cf process makes 
it tmpossible to sell American arms in 
competition with German arms. Inasmuch 
as Balgiwm and Great Britain saved their 
trade by securing German recognition of 
the sufficiency of tests made at their own 
gunshops, under government supervision, 
he suggests that American gunmakera 
cambine to secure the same privileges.

In South Dakota, Fort Sully reservation, 
containing 25,894 acres; in Arizona, Fort 
Bowie reservation, 23,040 acres; in Wyon- 
ing, Fort Kinney reservation, 24,960 
acres;.in Nebraska, Fort Sidnet reserva- 
tion, 31,955 acres; in Oklahoma, Fort Sup- 
ply reservation, 40,320 acres.

HONOLULU, Nov. 15.—(Associated Press 
Correspondence Wired from San Francisco 
November 22.) That the government is 
still slightly in fear of a Royalist uprising 
has been evident during the last week, 
and all guards in the suburbs have been 
doubled, and a close watch kept on all 
suspected persons. The cause of this sud- 
den activity is alleged to be the discov- 
ery of a plot to restore the ex-Queen. The 
restoring party was supposed to be led by 
a San Francisco newspaper man, who, for 
a time after his arrival here, soon after 
the recent revolution, was an active sup- 
porter of the new government. 

This man’s house has been closely 
watched for weeks past, and some days be- 
fore the departure of the steamer Australia 
last Saturday, he was told by Atty.-Gen. 
Smith that it would be much better for 
him to take the steamer than to remain 
here. Hoe did so, but the government has 
not relaxed its watchfulness on account of 
his departure. It is known that a consid- 
erable number of guns and ammunition 
have been secretly brought here during the 
last few months, and the Royalists evi- 
dently iptend to make use of them. No 
uneasiness is felt by the government, how- 
ever, which seems perfectly well satisfied 
that it can hold its own. 

One of the most prontinent Royalists in 
the city said a few evenings ago: ‘‘Peo- 
ple who think our cause is dead will be 
treated to a surprise in the near future 
which will make them open their eyes. 
We have made many attempts to arouse 
Royalists to their sense of their wrongs, 
but @o far we have failed. This time, 
however, I think we have succeeded and 
will accomplish our end. Whether we 
will succeed or not is difficult to say, but 
if we did not think that we would, we 
would not attempt a revolution.” 

“FAKIR” WETMORE. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 22.—The news- 
paper man mentioned in connection with 
the Hawalian Royalist conspiracy, is 
@laude H. Wetmore, who went to Hono- 
lulu as the correspondent of a Chicago 
paper, but came back. He worked on San 
Francisco papers several months and fi- 
mally returned to Honolulu a few weeks 

after his marriage to Bessie 
of Santa Cruz. . 

Two stcries are heard here. One is, 
that Wetmore conspired with the Royalists 
as told in* the Honolulu correspondence. 
Another 4s, that he ingratiated himself 
with the Royalists, learned their secrets 
and exposed the whole plot to the govern- 
ment, after which the govern officers 
went through the process of deporting 
bim in order to shield the real nature of 
his relations with them.

‘Ellensburg, Wash., Finds Out What 


Became of its Water Supply— 
The Earthquake at Ta- 
coma—An Opinion. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

TACOMA (Wash.,) Nov. 22.—There were 
no developments here today in the Mt. 
Tacoma story except that many more per- 
sons are reported ag having felt the slight 
shock of earthquake at 6 o’clock last night. 
Reports have been received, showing that 
it was felt in every section of the city, 
despite the assertions of an evening pa- 
per, which, without investigation, tonight 
pronounced the statements of creditable 
citizens to be unfounded.-The story printed 
by the paper referred to has also been sent 
abroad by an unreliable press association. 
It has been cloudy all dav. rendering 
further obseryation of the mild eruption 
of Mt. Tacoma impossible. The persons 
who saw the smoke arising early Wednes- 
day morning, however, still positively as- 
cert that it must have been smoke and not 
clouds that they saw rising and curling 
upward from the mountain’s. crater. . 

There are a number of hunting parties 
now out toward the mountain’s base and 
on the'r return possibly more definite in- 
formation can be secured regarding the 


phenomena. There seems to be good rea- | 


son for believing that the reported phe- 
nomena is plainly visible on the 
north side from Seattle than from Tacoma 
on the northwest, .though this city is 
twenty-miles nearer the mountain. 

J. F. Hopkins, a clerk in the Northern 
Pacific warehouse at the wharf. says he 
felt the earthquake shock distinctly in 
the warehouse on the water’s edge. The 
shock was severe enough to attract the 
attention of women engaged in household 
duties and rattled the window glass. 

Prof. F. G. Plummer, who has been in- 
vestigating the matter all day. says he 
is firmly convinced that a mild eruption 
of the mountain is.in progress. <A : 
o'clock last night he was on the water 
and, consequently did not feel the shock. 

TICKING TO THEIR STORY. 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Nov. 22.—Despite 
the incredulity of some persons who have 
no means of knowing, not having even the 
evidence of their eyes, there is no reason 
to doubt that some great natural con- 
vusion has occurred at the summit of 
Mt. Ranier.. The mountain was hidden by 
clouds all day so that it was impossible to 
observe whether the phenomena noticed 
yesterday continued... No person who 
made the ascent and is therefore familiar 
with the summit, saw the mountain at the 
time when the smoke and steam were ob- 
served rising from its summit, but they 
do credit the story of a change in the 
form of the summit. 

Their theory is that the vapor was 
steam condensed by the contact of warm 
currents’ of air with the icy mountain.

IT TOOK WATER. 

SEATTLB, -(Wash.,) Nov. 22.—A special 
to the Post-Intelligencer from Bilensburg 
says that the eruption of Mount Rainier 
has explained to the satisfaction of many 
a mystery which baffled all. 

The waterworks reservoir here suddenly 
became exhausted. Investigation showed 
a crevice running along the hi north and 
south, from one inch to one foot in width 
and of unknown depth. It ran directly 
through tha reservoir, the crack letting 
the water out. It has been traced sev- 
eral hundred feet along the hill. No 
shocks of earthquake have been felt here, 
as far as known.

DIFFICULTIES IN . DBALING WITH 
DESPERADOES. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—J. W. Bilis, 
Heutenant of the Indian police in Indian 
Territory, has written a letter to Secretary 
Smith, in which he points out the diffii- 
culties that are encountered in the Choc- 
taw Nation by the Cook band and other 
bands of desperadoes. He says the deputy 
marshals and Indian police are not well 
enough paid to hunt down desperadoes. The 
Indian police get $15 per month and can- 
not afford to pay traveling expenses out of 
that amount in pursuit of robbers. 

Ellis complains that rewards are offered 
for desperadoes but not paid. if they are 
brought in. He sugges’s that the police 
be paid $50 per month and expenses. Good 
men, he says, could be then obtained and 
placed: under the direction of the Indian 
agent, who would soon rid the Territory 
of desperadoes. He says Cook gang 
is composed of two or three negroes and 
fifteen white men.

THEY LIKE 10 KILL 


The Fruit-growers and Their 


Enemies. 


The Former Gloat Over the Deeds of | - 


Koebelé and Other 


Snow of Santa Barbara Scores the 
Fumigator Men—Irrigation and 
Prize Peaches in Amador 
County. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SACRAMBPNTO, Nov. 22.—At this morn- 
ing’s session of the State Fruit-Growers’ 
Convention, James E. Gordon of Santa 
Clara county spoke against the pricking of 
prunes. He said that pricking caused them 
to ferment. 

Secretary Lelong read a paper by Prof. 
A. J. Cook on “Insect Pests, Fungoid 
Diseases and Remedies Therefor.” The 
paper spoke in flattering terme of the work 
done against scale by parasitic insects. 
In many districts the scale has been an- 
nihilated. The reports said that the writer 
had received from Sacramento. several 
branches of oranges covered with the 
Asphidiotus Perniciosus scale. Spraying 
for scale was an expensive process and 
often injured the fruit and the trees, while 
the work can be done more éffectively and 
without damage by Vedalia Cardinalis or’ 
other scale-destroying insects, which may 
be had for the asking. 

The next paper was by T. N. Snow of 
Santa Barbara upon the same subject. It 
was read by Secretary Lelong and went 
exhaustively into the history of the intro- 
duction of insect pests from Australia inte 
Europe more than two hundred years ago. 
The paper told of the good work performed 
by Koebéle in-bringing from Australia 
and giving to California the Vedalia Car- 
dinalis. At the last session of the Legis- 
lature\a protest was filed by interested par- 
ties against sending Koebele to Australia 
agein and by means of false representa- 
tions by persons interested in spraying 
and fumigating compounds aad apparatus 
the Legislature was induced to refuse 
to appropriate money to send Koebele back 
again. He is now in Australia on behalf 
of the Hawaiian government. collecting 
beneficial insects and he has reported the 
discovery of twenty-four varieties in one 
orchard alone. 

The next paper was on the game subject 
by J. F. McIntyre. A. Brambler of Santa 
Clara county suggested that Snow’s Jan- | 
guage, with respect to persons who had 
prevented the Legislature from sending 
+o egg should be stricken out of the re- 
port. 

Sprague of Los Angeles made a motion 
same effect, and the motion pre- 
vailed. 

The next paper on the subject of pest- 
destroyers was read Alexander Craw, 
State DBntomologist. Craw said that after 
exhausting all the resources of modern 
chemistry in the way of washings, fumi- 
gations an@ gases, it was suggested that 
if there was not some cause in naturs at 
work against these pests they would have 
multiplied so fast that no fruit-tree on 
the Pacific Coast would be alive toduy. 
Then Prof. Koebels was it to Australia, 
the ‘home of the scale, -to di er the par- 
asite that kept the scale from multiplying 
indefinitely, and the result was that Cel- 
fifornia ecquired the Vedalia Carétinalis. 
The State of Massachusetts expended $300,- 
000 in three years to get rid of a single 
variety of scale by means of washes and 
fumigations, but bad been unable to do 
s0 because that Sbate had not secured any 
parasitic insects ffom abroad. Care should 
be taken in introducing pest-destroyers 
from foreign countries because these ben- 
eficial parasites have also their enemies, 
who destroy them. These collections 
should be always made by-~ experts. 

W. Egbert Smith of Napa read a paper 
on experiments with root-knot. He had 
disease with a 
saturated solution of bluestone. 

Sprague submitted to the convention a 
sample of Russian thistle found by him 
near Antelope station. In one year it 
had extended for more than a mile: He 
believed that the seed had been dropped 
from the cars. This thistle is an annul. 
It dries up'in the fall, and like a tumble- 
weed rolls over the cquntry before the 
wind and scatters its seed. It has depop- 
ulated certain portions of North Dakota. 

Alexander Craw, quarantine guardian of 
the State, spoke of the white scale recently 
found on trees imported from Japan, Ja- 
maica and elsewhere, It is very destruc- 
tive. He cautioned fruit-growers to look 
‘out for it. There is also a large scale on 
camelias and other ornamental plants. 

R. D. Stephens of Sacramenté presided 
this afternoon in the absence of President 

Secretary Coghlan, of the State 
of Equalization, informed the con- 
vention that farmers do not take sufficient 
interest in reporting data to their county 
assessors, for information of persons in the 
East and elsewhere. 

Circulars were sent to the farmers four 
years ago requesting them to furnish such 
information, but the information returned 
was so meager that he had received in- 
quiries from the Bast asking whether Ala- 
meda and Sahta Clara counties were fruit- 
producing counties or not.

He also 
pruned his peach trees thoroughly every 
year, and also thinned his His 
peaches sold in San Francisco for 65 cents 
per box, while unirrigated peaches from 
the same district brought in San Fran- 
cisco from 25 to 30 cents. He sold his 
peaches this year for 2 cents a pound.

Talk on Municipal 
Issues. 


Writicisms of His Position by the 
| Evening Paper Plainly 
Answered 


Where He Stood on the Ballona Out- 
fall Sewer Proposition and His 
| Position on the Water 
Question. 


Hix-Mayor Hazard addressed another 
large meeting at Bellevue avenue and 
Temple street last evening, and was en- 
Mhushastically received. But little time 
was wasted in preliminaries, and, after 
@ few introductory remarks, Mr. Hazard 


The Evening Express of yesterday says: 
“Who knows where Mr. Hazard stands. 
Does he favor public improvements? Ap- 
parently not, for when Mayor before, he 
vetoed several important public measures.” 

“This hardly comporis with the opinion 
of that paper of October 30, 1886, when 
it said: ‘‘Henry Hazard has been, and is, 
one of the most public spirited of the 
citizens of Los Angeles. He is always 
placed in the front ranks whenever there 
ds work to be done in the city. He was 
the organizer of the public library; he ag- 
dtated the first purchase of a fire engine; 
he has been responsible more than any 
other man for the contimued observance 
of the Fourth of July, and the is now at the 
head of an enterprise having for its object 
the building of a large pavilion in which 
farge gatherings may assembie—one of 
the crying needs of the day. All attemp:s 
to. blacken the character of a man like Mr. 
Hazard will fail.’’ 

“But what are the public improvements 
which I vetoeed—notably it must be the 
Baliona outfall sewer contract. 

“With Mr. Rose under that contract, 
there were forty-odd conditions attached 

whereby Mr. Rose could enter and block 
up the sewer, but, to say nothing cf that, 
the estimated cost of this sewer and for 
which bonds were voted, was $1,297,000. 

“The cost of the present outfall was 
estimated to be $335,000, a saving 
of one million of dollars, less $38,- 
000, and there is no doubt that the 
estimate would probably have been ex- 
ceeded by the difference, viz., $38,000, and 
it is safe to put the difference down at 

,000,000 in bonds saved to the city, and 
n saving this million of dollars to the peo- 
ple I was vetoing a public improvement 

. which was dear to the heart of the editor 

of the Express. I was charged at that 
time with the defeat of that project. His 
journal desired the immediate expenditure 
ef that money, and the same individuals 
almost to a man, who are now clamoring 
for; my defeat, were denouncing me for 
preventing the construction of the Ballona 
outfall sewer. But, in addition to losing 
the million of‘ dollars, the sewer would 
have gone into the water one mile below 
the city limits, and would have run in 
the water clear to the ocean, and would 
have become full. of seepage water, and I 
doubt if it would have had the necessary 
capacity to carry with this seepage water 
the séwage of the city. But, grant that 
it. would have had, the entire sewage weuld 
have been precipitated into the ocean to 
pollute the same, but at any rate lost 
to all use, whereas now the entire scwage 
is utilized. We must not forget that the 
growth and prosperity of our city depends 
largely on the agricultural country sur- 
rounding the city, and what right have we 
to waste this fertilizing element when we 
have thousands of acres between here and 
the sea on which this sewage is being ae. 
And it was my act in vetoing this con- 
tract and showing to our people the in- 
iquity of the Ballona sewer ‘project, and 
warning them against voting Yor the ‘ssu- 
ance ef these bonds that has saved to the 
city this million of indebtedmess, and given 
to our people this increased area of agri- 
cultural land, that-the Express character- 
izes as being opposed to public improve- 
ments. No, I did not want to expend the 
money of the people bad enough to be in 
favor of an improvement so fraught with 
mischief as this was. 

I quote from the Herald of August 30, 
-1889, to show what was the effect of my 
Opposition to the issuance of those bonds: 

“The destructionists have” been fear- 
fully ‘rattled’ by the Hazard bombshell. 
The exposure of the Rose contract knocked 
them out in one round, and they have 
been staggering arotind, groggy and dazed 
ever since. Some of their efforts to come 
to time and recover lost ground are 
comical. They first tried to break their 
fall by calling the agreemeft.‘an ‘option.’ 
That was laughed down. Then they seri- 
ously went to work at Rose and got him 
to sign a new proposition, which the 
destructionists triumphantly display as 
meeting all the objections to the old iron- 
clad contract, stipulating away all rights 
of the city to the sewer to Mr. Rose. This 
mew concession of Rose is what the ‘boys’ 
now term ‘a daisy.’ ’’ 

“Do you think the people of the city 
will forget the stand I took in their 
interest at the time, when they go to the 
polls to vote on December 3? I think not. 

““Mr. Hazard is carefully refraining 
from any illusions in his speeches to the 
issues of the campaign,’ says yesterday’s 

‘ Express. 

“What are the issues of the campaign 
about which I make no allusions? First 
and foremost of all is the municipal owner- 
ship of waterworks. 

“Two years ago when the proposition 
to issue bonds was submitted to the people 
I.spoke in favor of the issuance of bonds 
in the various wards of the city, and made 

a vigorous campaign therefor. Where 

were my opponents then? And where was 
the Evening Express? 

“To elucidate and make plain my posi- 
tion at that time let me ask. if I did not 
ummask the motive of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s (Hart) action in which he filed with 
the Council a gratuitous attack on the is- 
suance of our sewer bonds, for the pur- 
pose of affecting the contemplated issue of 
Water-improvement bonds, and did I not 
show to the satisfaction of all that he 
Was employed by the Los Angeles City 
Water Company to prevent the city from 
issuing any bonds? He declined to say 
what citizen it was that induced him to 
4 interfere in the manner in which he did. 
me read from the Herald of October 
20, 1892, of a conference immediately 
thereafter with the Attorney-General: 

“The Attorney-General felt positively un-

“I tell you you are hedged about when 
you propose to purchase on behalf of the 
city the waterworks of the Los Angeles 
City Water Company. In 1882. while in 
the City Attorney’s office, the company 
was willing to pay a ‘liberal fee’ to have 
this opinion filed: ‘The Los Angeles City 
Water Company and Los Angeles city 
have a contract which is Dinding on both 
parties. The water rates must be fixed 
annually by the Council, but the Council 
in fixing said rates must be governed by 
the contract that the rates of water here- 
tofore established as the rate of 1868 can- 
not, in my opinion, be:lower.’ | 

“‘Now the company in 1882 did not hesi- 
tate to inform me that the salary which 
I obtained did not justify me in the 
labor, which was not necessary in such 
important questions, and they were will- 
ing to pay me as City Attornev a liberal 
fee to examine into the matter thoroughly, 
and, as my opinion, which was filed with 
the Council, did not conform to the opin- 
jon which they wanted, they have neg- 
lected to ever offer me the Iiberal fee. Do 
you think that they would hesitate to 
crawl up to the Attorney-General’s office 
and tender him a liberal fee. and do you > 
believe they d@d not pay it to him? I say 
there are no steps at which this company 
will stop to prevent the people from own- 
ing its own waterworks. 

“Who knows that the Spillman water 
scheme, to which I have called the atten- 
tion of the public, is not a part of the 
scheme to prevent ts from owning these 
works, and I am told by the Express ‘hat 
I am silent on the issues of this cam- 
paign. When an attempt is made to 
show that I am not alive to what is 
transpiring, which affects’ the fssues of 
the present , I think they are 
mistaken.”’

Interest in the Yatman Meetngs In- 
oreasing—Mr. Pratt’s Services 
at the First Baptist 
Church.

The reason why faith in Christ 
saves a man and not faith, say, in George 
Washington, is simply because there is no

not be guilty of all the sins cf others, but 
if you have still that poisonous root of 
unbelief the possibilities are»there. 

“The blinding nature of unbelief was viv- 
idly shown, and an urgent appeal to the 
unconverted to come t> Christ and have 
their spiritual blindness removed.
